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FISCAL EXPERTS SAY IT'S BAD TIME 


State Tax Hike Remains Unlikely

• LANSING, Mich. (AP) -Two 
lawmakers who have called for 
a major tax hike got litlle satis- 
faction Wednesday from slate 
fiscal cxpcrls who.maintained 
it's a bad lime lo raise taxes. 


The legislators found a sym- 


pathetic audience Jor their 
proposal to raise the stale in- 
come lax from 4.6 per cent lo 6.8 
per cent at a hearing they held 
lo explore the stale's budget 
problems. Hut Ihe chances.of 
passage for Ihc tax hike seemed 
no higher than before. 


Sens. Earl Nelson, D.Lansing; 


and Richard Allen, R-Alma, 
said they proposed the whop- 


ping 43 per cent lax hike lo.kcep 
slate services from being cut lo 
an unacceptable level. Gov. 
William Millikcn'.has rcconi-- 
mended a 1976-77 budget which', 
eonlalns no tax hikes but which 
severely rcslricls spending. 


The large majority in the 


audience apparently favored the 
tax approach, with spokesmen 
repealing lhat social programs 
— especially education — would 
be crippled by the governor's 
recommendations.

But two stale officials, as ex- 


pected, rejected the lax hike 
proposal In comments to the 
group. 


"U's a pcHir time to IK loading 


more 'taxes on the people of 


Michigan," commented state 
Treasurer. Allison Green. "I see 
no justification at all — I think 
expenditures can Iwhroughi in 
iine with revenues." 


Green had sumo sobering

Michigan's books — at least the 
general fund and school aid 
fund. By June 30.— Ihe end of 
Hie fiscal year, unless.it's ex-, 
tended as Mlllikcn wants — he 
projected a deficit of some $.190 
million.

"We've had serious Inroads

Know Something 


Many adults had not been aware of 
what was happening to their education 
system until they began to read that 
several of the states were tightening 
procedures to insure that a high school 
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graduate at leaM had a working 
acquaintance with the basic skills of 
reading, writing and simple math. 


Delaware has become the latest 
state to admit the high school diploma 
may not stand for much of anything 
except compulsory attefidanee, and is 
considering doing something about it. 
The practice of simply promoting 
students whether they have mastered 
the material or not, until they have put 
in the required number of years is not 
universal. 


Education standards differ between 
states and within school districts. But 
the slip in quality is significant enough 
that parents, educators and taxpayers 
in 
numberous 
communities 
are 
becoming aroused. Persons involved 
iti employment testing can attest to the 
large number of high school graduates 
who have trouble reading, writing or 
filling out simple questionnaires. 


Far 
more 
important 
than 
the 
immediate problems slipshod educa­ 
tion practices present are the long- 
range ones. A student who has been 
permitted to coast through 12 years of 
schooling is ill-prepared for the real 
world. There he will have to prove 
himself or fail. That simple fact can be 
devastating to someone who has been 
taught 
that 
individual 
effort 
to 
improve is not especially important. 


An awakening to the quality of 
education is underway. In its wake the 
high school diploma may again be 
restored to the symbol of achievement 
it once was.

March Of Dimes Not Neutral 
On Abortion, Writer Says

Berrien County Right to Life 
would like to make a few more 
comments regarding March of 
Dimes. 


We are aware of the National 
Foundation of March of Dimes’ 
written 
position 
that

"decision to term inate a preg­ 
nancy should not be directed by 
any person providing genetic 
services” 
within 
their 
programs. However, as Mr. E. 
L Bates, Regional Director of 
the March of Dimes stated in his 
letter to this column 3-12-7K, 
March of Dimes is engaged in 
utilizing am niocentesis for de­ 
tecting genetic defects in the 
pre-horn child. 
There is a 
definite relationship between 
this researc h and the abortion of 
handicapped babies. 


In the particular survey quot­ 
ed. out of 2.1K7 babies tested by 
March of Dimes, 62 were deter­ 
mined as suffering from genetic 
handicaps. How was this infor­ 
mation utilized? It was not used 
to find cures or to develop 
treatm ents for the victim s of 
handicaps, nor to assist them in 
achieving their full potential as 
human beings. Ultimately, the 
information obtained through 
this research, paid for with 
donors dollars, was used by the 
parents 
to 
kill 
their 
han- 
dicapjH-d babies before birth. 


Everyone in this chain of 
events — from the March of 
Dimes, 
to 
the 
individual 
researcher, to the parents, to 
the abortionist — are cooperat­ 
ing in what has developed into a 
“ search out and destroy” cam ­ 
paign 
centered 
around 
the 
results of am niocentesis. Al­ 
most all couples participating in 
this procedure “ opt to ter­ 
minate pregnancies,” as Mr. 
Bates phrased it, when am ­ 
niocentesis 
shows 
a 
han­ 
dicapped child exists. 


In addition to the statistics 
involved, 
there 
are 
other 
reasons to question the March of 
Dimes professed position of 
neutrality 
tin 
abortion. 
Physicians who were in the past 
outspokenly in favor of altortion 
on 
eugenic 
grounds 
are 
currently receiving grants from 
the March of Dimes. Others 
have served as kick-off chair­ 
men for local chapters. Another 
physician at a recent state 
workshop sponsored by March 
of Dimes called abortion “ the 
only remedy” for certain birth 
defects. 


The man who pioneered the 
use of amniocentesis. Dr Cecil 
Jacobson of George Washington 
University 
Hospital 
in 
Washington. D C., has said that 
“ any responsible person is in 
favor of abortion for mon- 
goloids.” And a past March of 
Dimes Vice President. Dr. Vir­ 
ginia Apgar (now deceased) 
stated in a national magazine 
that amniocentesis “ more than 
justifies itself” when a mon- 
goloid child’s birth can be 
prevented by abortion. 


When given examples of pro­ 
abortion attitudes of people 
within 
their 
organization, 
March of Dimes officials at the 
December 1975 m eeting with 
Michigan 
Citizens 
for 
Life 
representatives, responded that 
they “ can not police everyone” 
involved in their programs but 
can only "state policy.” 


In his letter. Mr. Bates stated 
that 
March 
of 
Dimes 
is 


interested in “ finding ways of 
elim inating birth defects, just 
as we did poliomyelitis.” Polio 
was not elim inated by killing 
polio victims. Birth defects are 
not elim inated by killing the 
victims of birth defects. 


The March of Dimes has done 
much good in helping those who 


suffer from birth defects. They 
art“ involved in research aimed 
at preventing, treating and 
minimizing birth defects. But 
their 
participation 
in 
this 
“search out and destroy” m en­ 
tality is a step back to the days 
when the handicapped were 
treated as anim als devoid of 
human worth, persecuted and 
roiected by society. 


Finally, the abortion of pre- 
born infants when handicapped 
is part of an ultimate consumer 
mentality, treating human be­ 
ings as m ere “ products of con­ 
ception” to be rejected — “ ter­ 
m inated” — if flawed. And 
March of Dimes encourages this 
consumer m entality by provid­ 
ing the “ quality assurance” 
program for these “ products” 
through amniocentesis.

No Confidence 


In Research 


WASHINGTON - (NEA) - 
The other day researchers doing 
work on drug use under con­ 
tract with the National Institute 
of Mental Health revealed to 
some of us the elaborate, almost 
fanatical, precautions they take 
in order to protect the privacy of 
those young men and women 
they were studying, to protect 
the researchers that is, from 
police. Congressional or other 
official requests for the identity 
of the persons involved. 


The subjects of the investiga­ 
tion 
were 
assigned 
code 
numbers, not names. The files, 
with the num bers, were then 
sent to Canada where new 
numbers were assigned to each 
case by some random process. 


In this m anner it was made 
certain that no one in the United 
States, not even the researchers 
involved, would know which da­ 
ta referred to which persons 
studied. 


Government 
- 
sponsored 
studies of the Internal Revenue 
Service make clear that a good 
many tax records citizens had 
believed would be held in con­ 
fidence for tax use only, are, on 
request passed from agency to 
agency. 


There are other examples of 
our confidences being betrayed 
At one time or another, all of us 
are asked to fill out confidential 
forms for local, state or federal 
agencies, or for researchers do­ 
ing 
work 
for 
government 
studies. Lulled by the promise 
we will not be identific^l and the 


data will be lumped in such a 
way that individual sources will 
not be distinguishable, we give 
personal information. 


Now a National Academy of 
Sciences-sponsored study seems 
to indicate that these promises 
of confidentiality do not hold 
water, even if the promises are 
made by government officials or 
researchers 
working 
under 
government contract. 


The problem will intensify. 
The growth of computers, the 
ability to interlink data in one 
computer to another, combined 
with the vast array of informa­ 
tion collected routinely by one 
government and private agency 
or another or every individual, 
almost without exception, will 
make it possible for anyone to 
plug into the system. Then they 
can assem ble intim ate details 
about us all — fingerprints, 
credit data, health records, 
personal quarrels, work, ac­ 
cusations 
and 
allegations, 
founded or unfounded. 


The growing pressure on 
government to halt expensive 
abuse by num bers of welfare, 
social security and medical care 
participants, 
the 
growing 
emphasis on ferreting out white 
collar crimes and the increasing 
pressure 
to 
control 
violent 
crim e, will force officials to 
greater explore the confidential 
files of an assortm ent of agen­ 
cies. They’ll learn everything 
they can about the personal 
lives of everyone who m ight 
possibly be involved, whether 
suspect or not.

1) In fact, where the Soviets 
are concerned, other levers 
might be just as effective or 
more so. Soviet tacticians might 
be more willing, for example, to 
ask ordinary citizens to tighten 


their belts than ask the Soviet 
m ilitary-industrial complex to 
forego advancixl computers. 


2) The use of food as a 
geopolitical lever is an em o­ 
tional subject, and difficult to 
discuss rationally in a political 
campaign. 


And, 3) Stress on food as the 
prime lever would not do Carter 
much good in the farm states. 


So C arter form ulated 
his 
position very precisely. 


C arter’s media questioners, 
however, refused to let it go at 
that: Would he or would he not 
“ use food”? 


Carter repeated his position. 
Why would he not “ answer the 
question” ? they demanded. 


I thought I had answered it, 
replied Carter, not smiling for a 
change. 


“Can’t you just answer yes or 


no?” 


Carter ended up sarcastically 
apologizing for his inability to 
make his position clear 


Carter’s questioners actually 
wanted not his position but a 
punchy headline: “ C arter Says 
Withhold Food.” But Carter did 
not want to say exactly that. He 
wanted to say, and insisted on 
doing so, that food was one of 
several U.S. assets. His position 
was clear enough. Th« media 
wanted, essentially, a different 
and more dram atic position.

Hormones are specialized 
substances that are produced by 
endocrine glands located in 
various parts of the body.

there is no manmade electronic 
or computerized device that 
approximates the wonders of 
these “ ductless glands” . 


Hormones are involved in 
every 
single 
important 
mechanism of body functions. 
They affect the regulation of 
growth, sexual development, 
regularity of menstrual period, 
the maintenance of body me­ 
tabolism, and the control of the 
chemical balance in the blood. 


The elimination of fluids-from 
the 
body, 
the 
digestive 
mechanism, 
the 
speed 
of 
muscle response, reflex ac­ 
tivity. body balance are only a 
few of the body mechanisms 
that depend on hormones. 


The thyroid gland in the neck 
encircles the parathyroid buds. 
The thymus gland in the chest 
during infancy, the pituitary 
gland in the brain, the adrenal 
gland near the kidneys are all 
important,members of the en­ 
docrine system. 


In addition, there are the 
ovaries, the pancreas, the testes 
and the pineal gland in the 
brain 
All of these function 
independently and in coordina­ 
tion with each other.

School 
Aid Bill 
Hiked $50 
Million 


LANSING, Mich. (AP) - The 
state Senate has been given a 
hill to fund Michigan schools 
which is $50 million above the 
spending recommended by Gov. 
William Milliken. 


The Senate Appropriations 
Committee approved the $1.47 
billion measure on a 6-3 vote 
Wednesday, scrapping a bill 
approved by the Senate Educa­ 
tion Committee. 


The education panel’s recom­ 
mendation would have "weight­ 
ed” state payments to local dis­ 
tricts on the basis of grades. 
Students in grades one through 
throe would have received more 
state money than pupils in 
higher grades, to help the 
younger students get a firm 
start in education. 


In addition, the education 
committee’s bill would have 
r(*duced the level of local 
millage needed to qualify for 
maximum state aid. 


The appropriations commit­ 
tee dumped that plan, and 
adopted a version of Milliken's 
recommendation, which called 
for extension of the “ equal 
yield” formula. 


Lawmakers said it is not wise 
to begin a new approach to 
education when state money is 
tight. Innovations can better 
begin when there is adequate 
money to avoid new inequitites. 


Under the new bill, school 
districts would be guaranteed 
$43.90 per student for the first 20 
nulls of local taxes, and $39.60 
per pupil for each mill from 20 
to 27. 


Milliken recommended the 
upper level be 28 mills, instead 
of 27. 


But the money saved by 
dropping the extra mill — some 
$15 million to $20 million — is 
expected to be lost through 
another change. That provision 
says that when the state and a 
local government disagree over 
the equalized valuation of a dis­ 
trict. the state will pay the 
larger amount of money due to 
the local district. Such state 
payments are based on local 
valuation, with high-value dis­ 
tricts getting less state money. 


If the valuation of the district 
is finally set at the state’s es­ 
timate. the school district would 
have to repay the extra state

The House Wednesday passed 
72-33 a hill that would prohibit 
the sale of PBB-contaminat<>d 
meat or poultry in Michigan for 
IjO days. 


However the bill, sponsored 
by Rep. Donald Albosta. D- 
St.Charles, could not take effect 
until April 1977 because the

Albosta called the bill a con­ 
sumer protection measure that

Body Of Man Sought In 


Slaying Found In Forest 


DETROIT (AP) - Gary Per- 
\inkler. wanted for the New 
Year’s Eve slaying of a subur­ 
ban Redford Township babysit­ 
ter. probably committed suicide 
in Michigan’s north woods, ac­ 
cording to police. 


Pervinklcr’s body was found 
Tuesday in a wooded area 12 
miles northeast of Cadillac. 


Sgt. Gerald Schornack said 
fingerprint com parisons con­ 
ducted by a technician from the 
Michigan State Police Crime 
Lab at Plym outh confirm ed 
Pervinkler’s identification. 


The body was found about a 
half-mile from the place where 
Pervinkler’s car was discovered 
.Ian 
10 in Missaukee County. 
Officials said the body had boon 
coven*d with snow 
“Pervinkler was shot in he 
eh<*st. near the heart.” said a 
spokesman 
for 
Redford 
Township police. “ We are as­ 


suming the cause of death was 
not foul play. We believe it was 
suicide." 


An autopsy was scheduled for 
completion later Wednesday. 


Police said a .22 caliber pis­ 
tol. believed ust»d in the slain 
girl’s abduction, was found 
lx*side Pervinkler’s body.

posed ol doctors, nuns and 
laymen, deciding not to appeal, 
the only parties who could still 
delay Quinlan’s plans would be 
Miss Quinlan’s doctors. Robert 
Morse and Arshad .laved. 


The two met with their attor­ 
ney, Ralph Porzio. on Wednes­ 
day. but w ere unavailable for 
comment later. 


Quinlan family attorney Paul 
Armstrong had said earlier that 
" it’s certainly within tlu* hospi­ 
tal's by-laws" for the trustees 
meeting Wednesday to appoint 
themselves as an ethics com ­ 
mittee to approve Q uinlan's 
request to permit his daughter 
to die. 


But there was no indication 
today that the board made any 
decision other than to refrain 
from an appeal in the case.

A. Kissinger and West German Chancellor Helmut Schmidt. 


Kissinger 
renews 
the 


American 
pledge to defend 
W estern Europe and the as­ 
surance that the United States is 
continually striving to fulfill the 
democratic principles of its 
Founding Fathers. 


Schmidt 
says 
he 
regards 
America’s 200-year history as 
“ a unifying bond for all its 
people and an elem ent of con­ 
tinually renewing strength that 
enables the American people to 
meet serious crises.” 


The rest of the supplement is

Of course, you will be without 
your denture for a short time, 
while a mold is made by the 
dentist. He will try to duplicate 
the shade of the teeth on your 
denture and usually he can do 
that without too much of a

• mold can be made in a few 
hours. 


The ideal way is to have a 
spare denture made when the

“ They were just fine young 
hoys and girls,” said Principal 
Willie Crossland as he thumbed 
through the Granbury High 
School annual. “ It's a big shock. 
I feel like anyone who’d been 
here any length of time proba­ 
bly knew every one of these 
students.” 


The head-on collision four 
miles west of the north-central 
Texas town of 3,0(10 killed seven 
people shortly before 
noon 


Wednesday. Six of the dead — 
the students — were in one car. 
The seventh victim was the lone 
occupant of the other vehicle. 


( rossland said the students 
were on a lunch break and ap­ 
parently were headed for Tolar, 
a small community nearby 
where they often ate at a 
popular restaurant.

NKVV YORK (AP) — Is a first-round pick in the National 
Football I ¿cague draft all that im portant'’ Is the order of selection 
in that round — or any round — really critical? 


Well, it do|K‘nds on how «nod your team is to liegin with 
and 
what you get with that pick. 


II you're the Pittsburgh Steelers. the Minnesota Vikings or the 
los Angeles Rams, you’re drafting for the future 


If you're the Atlanta Falcons, the Houston Oilers or the Bal­ 
timore Colts, then the future, as George Allen likes to point out. 
is now 


A year ago. the Falcons had the first pick and got Steve 
Bartkowski. lit* gave them some pretty good offense in 1975 and 
established himself as their quarterback of the future. 


The Oilers had two picks and got both linebacker Robert 
Brazile, the NFL’s Defensive Rookie of the Year, and running 
back Don Hardeman. They were keys in the Oilers’ return not 
only to respectablilitv but to title contention. 


The same went for the Colts. They traded the first round’s No 
1 fiick to the Falcons for tackle George Kunz and Atlanta's 


first-round No. 3 pick, then got guard Ken Huff with that pick. 
Kunz and Huff were intrumcntal in anchoring an offensive line 
which triggered Baltimore’s resurgence. 


Pittsburgh, on the other hand, used its No. 1 selection to take 
safety Dave Brown 
lie failed to crack the Steelers’ starting 
lineup, became expendable and wound up on Seattle’s roster via 
the expansion draft. 


Defensive end Mark Mullaney was Minnesota’s No. 1 pick — but 
he. loo failed to make il as a starter Instead, he joined the 
special teams and occasionally played on goal-line stands. 


The Rams had three first-round picks — tackle Doug France, 
guard Dennis Harrah and defensive tackle Mike Fanning. Only 
France managed to start at all. and that was because Charlie 
Cowan was injured late in the season. 


In all., of the 20 first-round picks last year (there were 28 thu 
year with the addition of Tampa Bay and Seattle), five made it 
into the starting lineup in the opening game — Bartkowski. 
Brazile, Chicago running back W alter Payton. Cleveland defen­ 
sive end Mack Mitchell and San Diego defensive back Mike 


Williams. 


A number of others, like Hardeman. Huff, New England tight 
end Russ Francis, Dallas linebacker Randy White and Oakland 
defensive back Neal Colzie. made it as starters later in the season. 


Oh. yes. What at>out Mr. Allen? He has a penchant for trading 
away Washington’s draft [ticks. Last year, the Redskins didn't 
have a pick until the fifth round, the lOKth selection over-all 


With it. they got Mike Thomas, an overlooked running back 
from Nevada-Ias Vegas. He wound up with 910 yards (and 
certainly would have gained l.lMMi if he’d broken into the starting 
lineup a game or two earlier) and the NFL’s Offensive Rookie of 
the Year award. 


Incidentally, two running backs were picked in the first round 
— Chicago’s W alter Payton and Houston’s Hardeman. Neither 
reached the 700-yard plateau. 


And 11 other running backs were picked before Thomas’ name 
was called — and they accounted for 1.288 total yards among 
them, only 309 more than Thomas got on his own They were led 
by third-rounder Willard H arrell’s 359 for Green Bay. 


So in that area at least, a first-round pick wasn’t necesarily the 
biggest deal. 


Today, the New England Patriots had three first-round picks, 
two of them having come from San Francisco in the deal that sent 
quarterback Jim Plunkett to the 49crs 


The answer to whether the Pats traded away their future — new 
No. 1 quarterback Steve Grogan was only m arginally impressive 
as a replacement for the injured Plunkett last year — or whether 
they traded for a future with their three picks will have to await 
the test of time. 


The same might be asked of San Francisco. To get Plunkett, 
they dealt away four high picks, two today and two in 1977 


Philadelphia did that a few years ago. unloading a bunch of 
choices to get a quarterback, namely Roman Gabriel. The former 
star of the Rams bombed out with the Eagles and, at times, 
wound up on the bench, watching rookie Mike Boryla do his job — 
and do it better.

and the rest didn’t care. Does 
this apply to your school ad­ 
ministration? 


Let’s start back a few years 
and show how the taxpayer has 
been lied to — to put it very 
bluntly. 
A new 
elementary 
school was needed and the tax­ 
payer approved it. There was a 
request that it be erected ad­ 
jacent to the present ‘Woodside’ 
school. 
It 
was 
impossible 
because it was too wet. The 
North El. present site was then 
approved with the promise to 
erect the school in such a way, if 
expansion was needed, it could 
be added on. (A new high school 
was built on the site with the 
North El.) Then came the time 
to add on because of the need for 
space. It couldn’t be added on to 
so the old school was torn down 
and a South elementary school 
was built. 


Later mort» space was needed 
and a request was made for a 
middle 
school, 
which 
was 
rejected. 
Again 
it 
was 
emphasized that space was 
needed equivalent to 24 rooms 
and 
would 
cost 
$3,900.0(H). 
Although no blue prints of the 
buildings were presented, the 
taxpayers again trusted their 
elected officials and approved 
the amount. Low and behold, 
there wasn’t going to be 24 
rooms, it was going to be a new 
type building with space of 24 
rooms — no partitions for class 
rooms, although they could be 
incorporated at a later date. 
What did they call it — ‘open 
Sfeace’, or ‘open class room’? 


A parcel of land the city 
council requested the school 
board not to purchase, because 
it was needed for tax base, was 
acquired and the Woodside’ 
school was erected. 


Now, No. 1, this school was 
built where a school could not 
originally Ik * built because it 
was too wet. 


No. 2, the South El. was built 
because the North El. could not 
be addl'd to. 


No. 3, the new auditorium was 
added to the North El. plus a 
cafeteria and other rooms. 


No. 4. The taxpayers were told 
at the time of the new high 
school, with this school we could 
have better teachers and many 
more subjects; it would be for 
the betterment of education. 
The people have been deceived 
by the educational system for a 
long time. The school adminis­ 
tration was informed by people 
who had experience in this new 
type education and it is the 
reverse of good education. In 
some schools now . in order for a 
student to graduate, he must 
pass a 9th grade reading test 
(thank God he learned to read a 
little even though he probably 
can’t write.) The requirements 
for college entrance are so low, 
because of the need for funds, 
they don’t care how 
much 
education you had. Some college 
professors 
have 
stated 
the 
average college applicant has no 
more than a 10th grade educa­ 
tion. 


Read what is happening in 
your school system It is availa­ 
ble. Who is your school board 
dedicated to...the superinten­ 
dent. the school board? Proba­ 
bly the M.E.A. It is the best 
protection they have. It isn’t the 
parent or the children. 


There are some teachers that 
will tell you how rotten the 
education system is if you will 
not divulge your source of in­ 
formation. They know reprisals 
can be used against them. 


There used to be certain 
standards that had to be taught 
and so much progress had to be 
made in each grade. A child of 
today working at his own pace 
or speed very few will ever 
achieve the knowledge they 
should have when graduating 
from high school. 


If the teacher does not have to 
teach or push the slower student 
to learn, wiiat will be their sta­ 
tus for making a living? If you 
can get a teacher or a teacher’s 
aid to open up and tell what is 
going on in the school today, 
isn’t there the possibility a 
parent could bring charges of 
fraud against the educational 
system? 


The people were told that to 
make this system work the 
teachers would have to have 
approximately 50 aids to help in 
the school. Could it be if there 
isn’t enough help from teacher’s 
aids that the parents are going 
to be blamed for failure? The 
teachers 
get 
increases 
in
